"The cultivation of plants for their 
healing qualities by the monks of 
the Middle Ages appears to have 
been the beginning of the modern 
hotanical garden, although these me- 
dleval gardens undoubtedly took 
their origin from others of greater 
Dr. Moore began. 

“The educational value of a bo- 
tanical garden or as an ald to sctier- 
tifie teaching did net develop much, 
if at all, prior to the middle of the 
seventeenth century, when those at 
Bolegna, Montpellier, Leiden, Paris 
and Upsala became more or less 
noteworthy in this respect.

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Why Uncle Sam 


Turned Teetotaler 


The unanimity with which our State Legislatures have hastened to” ratify the 
Kighteenth Amendment to the Uwited States Constitution is a source of wonderment 
fo many of our representative newspapers. Thus to the New York 7ribune it seems 
“as if a sailing sh\p on a windless ocean were sweeping ahead, propelled by some 1n- 
visible force,” while the New York Times explains the mystery by suggesting that 
“prohibition seems to be the fashion, just as drinking used to be.” 


The nation-wide sweep of anti-liquor sentiment is accounted for by other. well- 
known publications in more positive terms. The Pittsburg Gazelle-Timeg declares 
that the abolition of intoxicants is dictated by “the deliberate judgment” of the Amer- 
ican people, and the Toledo Blade terms the movement “as remorseless as the rise of 
tides in the sea,” vet the New York World characterizes it as “fa most emphatic denial 
of local self-government.”
